Many will tell you that milking| 
cows is hard work and that the job 
is too steady. I grant all this; but | 
isn't there plenty of hard work in the 
field, hard that is not sq 
sure to bring in an income? How- 
ever, cream produding has its respon- | 
sibilities and needs scrupulous clean- 
lipess and care; for we should rye 
remember that the quality of the raw 
material, namely, the is the 
chief determining factor in the quality 
of the butter. Without clean, fresh} 
and good-flavored cream no equipment 
or skill on the buttermaker’s part can 
produce the high standard required on 
the best butter markets. 

To get high quality in cream one 
must milk clean in clean vessels, and | 
the separating must be done while the | 
milk is still fresh and warm. Cream 
should be cooled immediately to 50 de- | 
grees or less, and not added to bulk | 
until thoroughly cool. All who milk 
cows should have a supply of fice. This 
{is our one sure crop, has never failed 
and can be put up—or should I say 
put down’?—very cheaply and easily. 
Not only is it an essential for the pro- 
duction of good, sweet cream, but it {Is} 
a means of supplying the household | 
with ice cream whenever one cares to! 
have it during the summer, which in|

own ice supply is by means of an ice 
well, which, outside my labor, cost 
exactly $10. This is a hole in the 
ground 7 {t. x 7 ft. x 7 ft. erlbbed, and | 
covered with removable cover.

{to the United Kingdom, Canada {s the 
! foremost foreign buyer fn the markets 
lof the United States, while imports 
jinto the United States from Canada are 
not exceeded in value by imports 
from any other country except in oc- 
casional years from Cuba. 

“By the accepted tests of greatest, 
| Canada now ranks as one of the fore- 
|most nations of the world,” Mr. Rus- 
| sell says in the September number of 
‘the Bank's magazine, Commerce 
| Monthly. “It is immensely rich in 
‘natural resources. Its Government Is 
stable, its population {s thrifty and en- 
ergetic, and its business leadership 
has been proved to be of the imagina- 
tive type requisite for the organization 
of modern industry. The banking 
and currency system is among the 
| best and transportation facilities, both 
| within the country and with other 
; countries, are equalled in adequacy 
‘only by those of the United States. 

“Four-fifths of all the foreign trade 
of Canada 1s carried on with the Unit- 
[ed Kingdom and the United States. 
; Considerably more than half the total 
| imports into Canada have long come 
from the United States, the proportion 
being slightly In excess of two-thirds 
in the twelve month perlod ending 
June 30, 1922, 

“A clear realization of the character 
of the national consciousness of Can- 
ada {s the first step toward an under- 
standing of the International position 
and relationshirs of the country. 
Whatever the technical term which 
may be applied to the political status 
of Canada, in effect it 1s a proud and 
vigorous nation, sure of its future, re- 
jolcing In its share in the leadership 
of the world, and also rejoicing in its 
place as an Integral part of the British 
Empire. 

“Canada {is in that stage of econ- 
omic development when population 1s 
| small in relation to natural resources, 
| and when exports of raw materials 
;must pay for imported capital to de- 
| velop them. Insofar as Canada 1s a 
| producer of raw materials which the 
| United States does not produce in 
| quantities sufliclent for domestic con- 
| sumption, this country {gs a heavy buy- 
er in the Canadian market. With 
| few notable exceptions, however, the 
United States {s a heavy exporter of 
exactly those classes of raw materials 
;and food products which make up the 
| bulk of Canadian export trade. 

“Despite the growth of manufacture, 
economically speaking, Canada {fs a 
new country and the domestic indus- 
}tries are not able to meet {ts rapidly 
|} expanding requirements for manufac 
tured goods which constitute a large 
| proportion of Canadian imports. At 

the same time, Canadian manufactur- 
ers have already proved themselves 
lable to market successfully a wide 
| range of products in overseas markets. 
| This situation results primarily from 
| the fact that the main Industrial areas 
lare Southwestern Quebee and South- 
}eastern Ontarlo, and manufacturers 
| there are more advantageously placed 
| in relation to markets outside of Can- 


lada than they are in relation to many 
lsections of the Canadian market, 
which can buy better in the United 
| States, the character of demand be- 
ing practically identical in the two 
countries, - 

“Today Canada 1s probably the most 
favorable field in the world for invest- 
ment, comparable only with the Unit- 
ed States, in the era of its most rapld 
physical development from the close 
of the Civil War to the opening of the 
present century. Although, as {1s the 
case in all new countries, capital must 
be songht beyond its borders, the capt- 
tal accumulation of Canada 1s very 
great. A Canadian financial journal 
states that from 1915 to 1921, more 
than $2,512,000,000 of Dominion pro- 
vinclal, municipal and corporate secur- 
{ties were sold in Canada. 

“Capital not supplied by Canadians 
has been secured chiefly from inyest- 
ors in the United Kingdom and the 
United States. From 1915 to 1921 
Canadian Governmental and corporate 
qcnaion amounting to $1,194,000, 0g 

ere fleated in the United States. In 
addition to industrial securitfes and 
Government bonds, some United 
States capital is invested In industrial 
undertakings not represented by s¢- 
curities issues, and it seems probable 
that the net total of United States in- 
vestments {n Canada must now be as 
much as $1,500,000,000. 

“Both Canada and the United States 
possess the incomparable advantage 
of having developed in the period of 
modern transportation with the result 
that national mindedness has extend- 
ed the width of a continent. This fs 
one of the secrets of their greatness, 
and {1s the basis of the outlook of their 
business men, 

| “The two countries have identical 


difference between their distances to 
the main markets. Except as affect- 
ed by climate, there is no marked dif- 
ference in the character of the natural 
resources of the two countries, or 
their products. In a general sense, 
their development has been, and will 
continue, to be along parallel lines 
and in overseas markets they are 
rivals. Insofar as there {is trade be- 
tween the two countries in products 
of a non-competitive character, proxt- 
mity makes each the cheapest source 
of supply for the other. A large part 
of the trade between them has {ta ort- 
gin In the same factors as those which 
cause goods to move freely across the 
boundaries of contiguous states of the 
United States and provinces of Can- 
ada.”

British Officer Says There Is No Ques. 
tlon About Paying War®Debt 
In Full , 

In an interview a “well-known” 
English financler named Govett proves 
by A plus B that the British Empire 
cannot and will not pay her debt to 
the United States. England always 
has paid her debts, and always will. 
We fought for fifty-six months for the 
privilege of paying our obligations, 
and such propaganda as the well- 
lkenown Mr. Govett’s against paying our 
debt to America is distinctly repellent 
to any soldier who fought In the Brit- 
{sh army. We were in our right 
mind, fully understanding the condl- 
tions under which we borrowed the 
money, and we have no intention of 
backing out. Our credit would be re- 
markably good if we did that sort of 
thing, would it not?) England will pay 
to the last penny, even though circum- 
stances beyond her control may make 
repayment slow. And as a tax-pay- 
ing British officer myself, I say let us 
be taxed to the limit, to any amount, 
but get this debt paid, if only to take 
out of the hands of our home and for- 
eign enemies their nastiest weapon of 
anti-British propaganda.

The latest pro- 
posal comes from Representative Me- 
Gregor who would lI{ke that part of 
this country which embraces the 
Great Lakes and connecting waters in 
payment of Washington’s claim in 
London. Neither he nor those who 
have made similar suggestions appear 
to consider that the people who live 
in the areas Involved have any say in 
the matter. They seem to forget 
that the principle of self-determina- 
tion after all was coined in the Unit- 
ed States. They are also wittingly 
or unwittingly ignoring the fact that 
the British way 1s to pay up.—Victoria 
Times.
